Ex-Presidents Return 

On February 26, 1973, the 
Chief Returning Office of the 
E.S.A. announced that there 
were two candidates who had 
filed nominations for the pre- 
sidencey. One belonged to 
Wayne Gray, who has presi- 
ded over the Association in 
1970-71 and William O. Ma- 
honey, who had heldthe same 
post in 1968-69.Gray,curren- 
tly the E.S.A.’s_ executive 
secretary and perhaps the 
most influential politician at 
Sir George Williams, was 
running to ‘‘be a part of the 


Elections ‘73 off to stutter start 


E.S.A. in the very crucial 
decisions that are going to 
come up in the near future. 
Gray had also pointed to the 
importance of the E.S.A. in 
negotiating for positioning in 
the upcoming Sir George - 
Loyola merger. 

William O. Mahoney’s de- 
cision to re-enter the poli- 
tical fray stemmed from 
being ‘‘fed up with the manner 
in which the E.S.A. has been 
conducting itself.’’ 


Qualifications Questioned 
The problems began imme- 


diately when the confrontation 


for the presidency became 
apparent. Mahoney’s eligibi- 
lity was questioned on two 
grounds. Formally, his 
standing as an evening stu- 
dent was challenged by Gray. 


The C.R.O. and Dean of Stu- 
dents upheld O’Mahoney’s 
academic position and ruled 
him eligible for the E.S.A. 
presidency. Informally, 
O’Mahoney’s nomination was 
questioned on the grounds of 
an E.S.A. constitutional 


ruling that limits the number 
of times that an officer can 
hold the same position. The 
query was stifledonatechni- 
cality. 





In a letter to the media 
dated March 2, 1973, Gray 
approached the newspapers 
of Sir George to ‘‘investigate 
and publish’’ the facts sur- 
rounding ‘‘the full academic 
backgrounds of all the candi- 
dates with respect to whether 
or not they are eligible to be 
registered in the University 
and really registered evening 
students within the published 
classification of the Univer- 
sity’’. Gray suggested that 
Mike Hepburn and _ Hubert 
Prescod are pursuing 
courses at other universi- 


ties and that such tactics 


are tatamount to ‘‘carpet- 
bagging and parachuting’’ 
in attempting to secure paid 
political office at Sir George. 


Candidate Withdraws 


After making public his 
various allegations and 
fears, Wayne S. Gray an- 
nounced last Friday his 
decision to withdraw from 
the campaign for president. 
He made it perfectly clear 


‘that he would finish his term 


as Executive Secretary and 
‘*support the president’’. 

The withdrawal of Gray 
assured William O’Mahoney 
of the presidency of the 
E.S.A. - if it still exists 
by the time the new term 
of office begins on May 
ist. Last Thursday, Gray 
ended his public statement 
by appealing for trusteeship 
for the’ troubled E.S.A., 
saying that he had become 
convinced that that was the 
only honest avenue left for 
the association.

Window broken 
during Bash 


Carnival Week ended last 
week with a little bit of a 
black mark in what was oth- 
erwise a very successful 
week. At lastSaturday’s beer 
bash on the seventh floor an 
estimated 1,200 people show- 
ed up to take advantage of 
the good price of beer and 
the sounds -of two bands. 
While the Carnival people 
had taken some precaution- 
ary measures the end result 
of the bash was both expen- 
sive and messy. The ocean 
of people ebbed out of the 
Hall Building at approximat- 
ely midnight and left in their 
wake what one security guard 
described as an ‘‘ungodly 
mess’’. Aside from the 
strewn newspapers andcoats 
of mud there were more 





ous ramifications of the 
bash. At approximately 3:00 
A.M. one of the enormous 
windows facing De Maison- 
neuve Boulevard’ was shat- 
tered by what was later id- 
entified as a beer bottle that 
had been heaved froma pass- 
ing car. The window, which 
was under severe stress due 
to the cold weather, splinter- 
ed into thousands of pieces 
with enough force to rip away 
the radiators under the win- 
dow. The glass was 3/8 ofan 
inch thick and the entire pane 
will cost slightly over $2,000 
to replace. 

The destruction ot the win- 
dow may have finally prompt- 
ed the administration to rule 
on the feasibility of having 
beer bashes within Sir Geor- 
ge. Critics point out that it 


does nothing for Sir George 
aS an academic institution 
and indeed detracts from Sir 
George’s public image. Other 
people are less zealous and 
recommend that an entire 
new approach to the bashes 
be adopted. They point out 
that with the publicity cam- 
paign that the Carnival Com-

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New radio network 
largest of tts kind 


Radio Sir George has taken 
a giant step in its ambitious 
expansion program. Radio 
stations from Loyola, McGill 
Dawson, Vanier and S.G.W.U. 
with the latter initiating dis- 
cussions, are in the final 
stages of reaching an accord 
- which will produce the first 
integrated English language 
University Radio Network in 
Quebec. This network, to be 
called M.U.R.N. (Montreal 
University Radio Network), 
will service something in 
the vicinity of 60,000 -100, 
000 people. With Radio Sir 
George heard on Cable F.M. 
and Radio McGill via Cable- 
vision F.M., a vast propor-

Well, cowboys movie fans, 
the ‘‘Duke’’ is at it again. 
‘*The Train Robbers’’ is John 
Wayne’s latest contribution 
to the world of cinema art.

This year the Georgian 
fans that showed up for the 
final game had more class 
than the group that was out 
last year. There was no 
inspirational singing of the 
National Anthem prior to the 
game, as had happened last 
year at Loyola. The cheers 


were subdued, the stands 
were filled with too many 
over - confident Georgian 


fans. Last year the Loyola 
fans made the same mistake 
and learned their lesson. Now 
the Georgian fans too know 
the bitter taste of defeat. 
It must be said, however,, 
that the loss was taken ina 
very creditable manner the 
same way that the Loyola 
fans stifled their disappoint- 
ment last year. 

The Georgians were res- 
ponsible for the upset. The 
team was plagued with spotty 
defence, permitting Loyola 
too many liberties in front 
of the net. Bernie wasn’t 
hot in the first period. The 
Georgians were burned twice 
from skirmishes in front of 
the net and once off a face- 
off in the first period. The 
defence couldn’s clear the 
puck and Wolfe wasn’t sharp 
on the rebounds. John Logan 
managed to score alone goal 


for the Georgians in the first 
period, leaving the score at 
3-1, not a formidable margin 
to anyone who has followed 
the Georgians’ progress this 
season. 

The second period was me- 
rely an exchange of goals 
seeing oldtimer Ken Ekins 
earning an assist on a goal 
by Desfosses.
